Died With Hand on Gun. 

McGovern died with his hand on his 
pistol—died in an effort to save the 
money entrusted to him to carry to a 
bank. He reached for his gun as he 
heard a command to give up the 
money, a command supported with a 
revolver in a robber’s hand. The ban- 
dit ‘fired without a word at the police- 
man‘s motion for his gun. McGovern 
dropped, thé fifth Chicago policeman 
in sixteen days to fall in the line of 
duty before the fire of gunmen. '

by this new tragedy in his ranka,

I think the positive 
test was after the report on the blood 
count. 

Q—That came about when? A.— 
Monday or Tuesday, Monday perhaps. 

Q.—Before that time had Billy said 
anything to you concerning his dis- 
ease? A.—Yes, he did. 

Q—wWhen was the first time? A.— 
As I remember, some time Wednesday. 

Q.—That.is the day of your arrival? 
A.—Tes. 

Q—And before the diagnosis? A.— 
Yes. 


Thought He Had Typhoid. 

Q.—What was said? A.—Billy said 
to me, “What do you think is the 
matter with me?” And I said, “ You 
will be all right in a few days,” and 
he said, “ Well, I think I have typhoid.” 

Q.—Was anything said by him con- 
cerning the Dartmouth game, or any- 
thing like that? A.—I said, “ You 
could not have gotten typhoid in Kenil- 
worth,” something to that effect, and 
he said he had not been in Kenilworth 


all the time; the last few weeks at 


different times he spoke of the Dart- 
mouth game and being in Madison and 
being in Chicago and around. 
Q—Was that the only time that 
subject came up concerning his opin- 
ion with reference to his illness? A.— 
He spoke of it once afterward, and, as 
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I remember, it may have been on 
Thursday, the next day. 

Q.—What did he say then? A.—He 
said again he thought he had typhoid. 


In Prayer Together. 
Q.—Were you able to observe during 
your time of service in that house- 
hold the attitude of Mrs. Shepherd to- 
ward Miss Pope? A.—yYes. 

Q.— What was that? A.—Very kind- 
ty and very friendly. 

Q.—Tell the jury some of the things 
you observed them do together? A.— 
A number of times I knew of their be- 
ing in prayer together when they 
were very anxious about the boy. I

Never Informed Crowe.

Miss Frances Elizabeth Long, a 
nurse, 2646 Calumet avenue, testified 
she had previously been employed in 
the Ashland Boulevard hospital, which 
is owned by Dr. Amante Rongetti. Dr. 
Rongetti testified in this trial that 
Shepherd sought information from 
him concerning typhoid fever.. Miss 
Long said Dr. Rongetti’s reputation 
for truth was bad.

Explains the System. 

MR: STEWART: I would like to 
have you illustrate your system. and 
explain the record as kept. 

“'This is a chart that was made up 
at the time of the epidemic,” Dr. Bun- 
desen replied. “It has not recently 
been made up, as you can see. It was 
made up for the purpose of making it 
possible for the health commissioner 
to see every day whether the epidemic 
was under control and whether the 
steps that had been taken were efmfi- 
cient in controlling the epidemic. 

“ Now, each one of these blocks rep- 
resents a case of typhoid fever. Each 
red mark on there means that the case 
ate oysters in the city of Chicago dur- 
ing the incubation period. That is, 1 
mean, during the probable period, 
within the twenty-nine or thirty day 
period. 

“The white blocks mean that the 
case did not eat oysters of any kind 
but contracted. typhoid fever.” 


Mostly from Oysters. 

Dr. Bundesen said on Nov. 15 there 
were six cases of typhoid, Nov. 16, 1; 
Nov. 17 and 18, none; Nov. 19, 1; Nov. 
20,3. Then he sald there were twenty- 
seven cases up to Dec. 9, which was 
20 above normal. He then gave a 
warning about eating oysters. Dr. 
Bundesen said a majority of the 
twenty cases were in gold coast homes 
and they had eaten raw oysters in: va- 
rious hotels. 

Dr. Bundesen, on cross-examination, 
said that in ‘the shipment of oysters 
which was supposed to have contained 
the typhoid infection there were more 
than 100,000 portions of oysters, and 
they had all been eaten, but only 100 
persons contracted the disease. —

Walter, she maintains it as vehe- 
mently as she did the day they came 
to arrest him for the murder of Po- 
liceman Ralph Souders, is crazy, did 
not know what he was doing then, or 
now, as he sits in solitary confinement 
in the jail.

One thing we ought to do is provide parking 
spaces near the business section of the city.. The 
present regulation forbidding parking in the loop 
presents no problem to the #utémobile owner“who 
has a chauffeur, because the chauffeur can keep 
on driving around the block while the boss is in 
the bank or the boss’ wife is shopping. The regu- 
lation offers a real problem, however, to the owner- 
driver. He is already numbered in the hundreds 
of thousands, and his numbers are steadily increas- 
ing. He bought his car because an automobile is 
a convenience which borders on.a necessity in 
modern life, and he is entitled to a& much use from 
his car as the city can give him. At.the moment 
we cannot permit him to park his car in the 
crowded loop streets because if we did circulation 
would about cease. It had, in fact, about ceased 
when the present regulations were put in effect, a 
year or so ago. 

Because we have been unable thus far to give 
the owner-driver a fair break does not mean that 
we can never consider his needs. There are, 
indeed, a number of quite simple solutions of the | 
problem. One which occurs immediately isjjthe | 
erection by private enterprise of buildings devoted 
to the temporary storage of cars in the loop. Real 
estate men say this won't work. The charges for 
the most part would have to be too high. The car 
owner would find it as cheap to use a taxicab as 
to park his car for a few hours in such a garage. 


In this circumstance we believe it the duty of 
the municipality to provide the needed storage 
room. The city ought to be thinking of erecting 
fifteen or twenty story garages in or near the 
loop, to be conducted without profit for the gen- 
eral corivenience. The performance of this service 
in the age of the automobile is as much a public 
function as the maintenance of streets was a gen- 
eration ago. 

Grant park also offers an adniirable site for 
parking development, though itis: somewhat less 
convenient fhan would be a site within the loop

To build this quarter dozens of buildings, 
centuries old and sacred to the Chinese 
people, were razed. The legation quar- 
ter is in the Tartar city of Peking and 
extends from the Chen Mun to the Ha Ta 
Mun Gates. It prevents free circulation 
of Chinese on governmental business in 
their own capital. Shrines as sacred to 
the Chinese as Washington’s home at 
Mount Vernon have been seized and 
occupied by foreigners for missions or 
business houses. 

Not content with interfering with the 
national life of the nation, we have in- 
terfered with. their ‘personal liberties. 
Our foreign missionaries take part in the

the nation. 

I may have had every reagon to hate 
the Chinese. I went there full of fever 
from the Philippines.

Three Americans Well Upin 
Qualifying Round at Troon 


TROON, Scotland, June 22.—()— 
Three American professionals, Mac- 
donald Smith, Jim Barnes, and Joe 
Kirkwood, attracted the largest gal- 
leries in the first qualifying round of 
the British open golf championship 
today. They turned in good cards, 


though they did not play the best golf 
of the day. 

Smith, who is well favored for the 
championship cup, made the opening 
round in 77.

Chop Sueylike Pot Roast. 


The piece of meat called a pot roast 
is not one put into the covered kettle 
and left to cook itself in the steam 
of ite juices, or at any rate that is 
not the way to cook a successful pot 


roast. It should be first seared “well 
in fat, seasoned acceptably, and be 
basted several times while it is cook- 
ing. <A small roast of one pound of 
compact meat is an excellent one to 
experiment with, when we want to 
learn to season our meat to great 
perfection while it is being cooked. 
i. 

Always heat up a pot roasting kettle 
slowly. It will do better work when 
so treated. Into a kettle hot enough 
to try the fat out of a piece of suet 
or out of a slice of salt pork, prepare 


the fat in which scgpeinanggualbodipaeceal 
seared. The meat may need to be} 


made compact by bringing the en 
together and fastening them wit 
small iron skewers. Tootpicks are ob 
jectionable. 

Rub the meat with a little flour, 


os 


and sauté the meat two minutes per 
side in hot fat. Take it out on to 
the plate on which it was floured, and 
add to the kettle two or three cloves 
of garlic chopped with two or three 
onions, and cook this gently with the 
fat. Then add tender celery cut in 
four inch lengths—half a dozen pieces 
will be enough—two carrots cut in 
thin slices, a little green sweet pepper 
cut fine, two dozen blanched almonds 
cut in slivers or chopped, and four 
cloves. Put the meat on top of these 
vegetables, put on the cover and after 
ten or fifteen minutes take off the 
cover and baste with the liquid that 
has stewed out of the vegetables. A 
careful cook will not need to add 
any water at the start, and when this 


Lis not done the roast will be more like 


one cooked in the oven. But on first 
trying to do a piece of work like this 
it is perhaps best to add a few table- 
spoons of water.
